1. Protocol 


Thier vrotocol consists of a vreamtle and a text. iIn the preantle, our 
cvuntry approves the fact tret MAMCEUKUC was freely formed ty the will of 
her people and tecame an independent state. MANCEUSUO, on the other oie 
Ceclare’ that she will respect the international agreements concluded by the 
Resublic cof CHINA so far as the same are avplicatle to MANCHUIUO. Thereupon 
he two countries announce that they enter into this Protocol in order to 
permanently strenzst*en their good. neizhvorly relations, mutvally respect each 


otner'e territorial integrity, and secure veace in the Far Zast. The text 
contains two clauses:

&. Notes exchanged. /tetwoon the two countries/. 


The notes exchanzed comprise four in all, consisting of a note ex- 
change¢c. in the past between the Commendéer of the KYAUTUNG Army of JAPA ane 
the Regent of MANCEUXUO an? three arrangements conclucec. tetween the 
Commancer of the KYATTUN? Army of JAPAN ane. the Prine Minister of MAXCHU- 
KUO. The MANCHUKUO Government confirms these notcs at this time an¢. posi- 
tively Ceclares that these notes shall continue to remain effective. 

That is, these notes shall te deemed as international agreements and shall 
have legal validity, in adéition to the virtual effectiveness they hithor- 

to vossossed, to be retroactively effective from the days on which they 

were exchanced or concluded and that thesc arrangements shall be mace 

strictly conficential ty mtual unverstanding between doth JAPAN and MANCHUKUO. 


The outlines of the saié four Gocumonts and for arrangements arc as 
follows: 


(1) A letter acaressed to FOr, Commander of the XVAUTUNG Army, from 
the flegent of KAYCFHUKUVO uncer cate of March 1@, 1932 and a letter in reply 
actresses to the Regent of MASCEUXUO from the Sai¢ Commander. 

In the letter ad*resseé. to the Commender of the X¥ALTUNG Army fron 
the Regent of MANCEUKUO, it is stated that tre Rogent of MAICFUKUO éceply 
eporeciated the efforte made by our country «ince the outbreak of the Mai 
CayPIai Inciéent in maintcining peace anc. order in the whole territorics of 
MALCEURIA ane XOLGOLIA ané also the serious damages sustaineé there>y by 
our Imperial Army as well as our peop ce, anc. asxed for the consent of our 
country to the underzentioned items inasmuch as Mal CEUXUC ie convinced that 
her Gevelopment cannot be expected. without the support and guidance of our 
country. In the letter in resly thereto, viz., the letter adcressed to the 
Regent of MANCHUKUO froz= the Cormanéer of the CWalTUsG Army, it is mentioned 
that there is no obfection on our side to the provosal in question.

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MALCEUKUO egrees that the control of the existing railways, har- 
bourse, waterways, air router, ctc., as “ell as the construction 

of new routes 60 far as the name are recuired by our Imperial 
army for tc vurpose of naticnal cefconse stall be wholly entrusted. 
to our country or such organizations as sur country may Cosignate 
(Clause II) 


MANCEUXUO shall give every possible assistance in connection with 
verious cetablisrments (eemed necessary by our Imocrial Army. 
(Clause III) 


Javancee with long-sighted viows and high reputation shall de 
eppointed stato councillors of MANCFUKUO an¢, besides them, 
Japanese shall be avpointed officials of central as well as local 
government offices. The selection of such of*icials shall be made 
on the recommendation of the commander of the KYWASTUNG Army and 
their dismiseals shall be subdtect to the consent of the said Com- 
man‘or. The increase or the decrease of the total number of state 
councillors shal), in case our si¢e han a proposal to make, veo de- 
cided through consultations between the two countriocs (Clause IV) 


The purport ae well as tho provisions of the aforo-mentionod 
Clauses ehall be the basis of treaties to be conclucec in future 
between the two countries. (Clause V) 


(II) The convention and supplementary agreement on the control of 


MANCHUKUO Government railways, harbours, waterways, air-routes, ctc., as 
well as the construction and control of railwey tracks, concluded between 
Commander HOMO of tho KYANTUNG Army anc. MAUCEUKUD Prime Minister CHENG 
under cate of August 7, 1932. 


A. MAJCHUKUO shall entrust the Commander of the KYAWTUSG army with 
the following matters, particulars thereof to te agreed upon sopa- 
retcly: The contr:1 of tun railway lin ¢, ouch as, "SIK-TAO® 
Line, "KI-CHANG" Line, “XI-TUNG" Linc, ctc., national railwavs 
necessary for the national defense which are to be newly con~ 
structed in future, three harbours inclucing that of AULUTAO, 
waterways on eight rivers, including the SULGARI River, and AMUR 
River, and air-routes, the construction and the control of ten 
newly constructed specific railway lines, other national railways 
an¢é. waterware. (Article I) 


The Commancer of the KYANTUNG Army shell control the railways, 
harbours, waterways, eané eir-routes in accordance with the provi- 
sions of law ané of thie agreement. (Article II) 


MANCESUKUO shall obtain the orior understanding of the Commander 
of the EVANTUN? Army in regaréd to tho enactment, alternation and 
abolition of imvortant laws concerning transportation. (Article III) 
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The Commander of tho KYANTUNG Army shail entrst the Jouth May. 
churia Railway Company with the nnayement ané construction uf 
railways, harboure, and waterways which have deen placed under 
his control. (Article IV) 

The funds needod for their constructicn and imorovement and othor 
fixed funds shall be raised by the said company. (Article Y) 

A loan contract for the total amount of loans, consisting of the 
afore-mentioned funds, the railway loans, ageinst the railways 
possessed by the said company in MANCHUZUO, and the total amount 
of claims based upon construction work contractc, socured by all 
propertios attached to the railways, harbours, and watorways, 
shall be concluded between the said company and the HANCHUZUO 
Government. (Article VI) 


The balance remaining aftcr deducting the amount for the paymont 
of principal and interest on the loans from the profit that may 
be realized from the control of the railways, harbours and wator- 
ways shall be appropriated for the defrayment of part of the ox 
penses incurrcd for national defense and maintenance of peace ani 
order by the Imperial Japanese Army. In case a further surplus 
remains, this shall be acquired by the MANCHUKUO Government and 
the South Manchurian Railway Company. (Article VII) 


MANCHUKUO shall obtain tho prior understanding of tho Commander 
of the KWANTUNG Army in case she intends to grant license for the 
construction of railways other than those under the control of the 
Commander of the KWANTUNG Army. 


MAKCHUKUO shall have a specially established organ to manage all 
aviation enterprises under the assistance of Commander of the 
KWANTUNG Army an. entrust the Commander of the KYWASTUNG Army with 
their control. The particulars in this connection shall Be agreed 
upon separately. (Artiele IX) 


MANCHUKUO shall carry into effect tho construction and improvemont 
of the main roads, after obtaining the understanding thereto of the 
Commander of tho KWANTUNG Army. (Article X) 


MANCHUKUO shall employ military advisers designated by the Comman- 
der of the KWANTUNG Army and consult them with regard to ortant 
transportation facilities necessary for national defense. (Art. XI) 


As a supplement to this convention, it has been provided that the con- 
tract, relative to new construetion and management of railways and loans 
against them, coneludod botwoen the President of the South Manchuria Rail- 
way Company and the Governor of KIRIN Provinee under date of November 1, 1931 
end also the contract, relative to loans against and management of "SSU~TAO" 
railway, concluded between the said President and the Director of the "SSU- 
TAO” railway Bureom under date of December 1, of the same year, both of which 
will become useless as the rosult of the enforcement of this convention, 
shall become mall and void. 
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By an accessory rgercemert entered int? dDetwoon doth parties of this 
agrceoment, it has teen wvrovidel that the MANCRUKUO Governacnt shall sopa- 
ratoly conclude a coniract with the South Manchuria Kallway Compeny on 
the trustecship manegemont of reiliwaye, haroours, waverways, ctc., and the 


construction of railway iincs. 


(III) Agrooment relative to the establishment of an air-way company, 
concluded betwoon the Commander of the KWANTUNG Army and Prine Minister 
CZENG undor date of Auguct 7, 1932. 


A. Both partics, ty mi*val acrecmont, chali cstablich an air--way 
company for tho tcnm.umrtativo. tf pea-emeors, sargoen and rails 
as woll as the maxsgomons of acucsuot, vaterprines. (Ciause f) 
This compeny shati co a joint Jabas-4ehCHUKU0 concern charcered 
under MANCHUJZUO laws, and casitalizod at 3,500,'".W Yon, which 
amount may be incroasod by mutuel consultation in case it bocomcs 
necessary in order to cope with the expansion of the enterorisc 
in future. (Clause II) 


MANCHUKUO shall appraiso tho value of spocielly dosignated acro- 
dromes and mid-way lancing air-ficice, and other facilitios at 
1,00C,00C Yen ane invest this amount in tho air-way company, for 
which she shall recoive sharos correszonding to the amount of in- 
vestmont aftor the company has decn established. These sharos shall 
not be transferrable. (Clause III) The rest of the capital shall 
be met by 1,500,000 Yon to bo invosted by the South Manchuria Rail- 


way Company and 1,000,0CO Yon by Sumitomo Goshi Kaishe. (Art. IV) 


MANCEUKUO shall lend freo of cherge the land the buildings of the 
former MUELEN air-plane repair factory and of the Army Enginccring 
School to the Commander of the EVANTUNG army, who in turn shall 
lend them, together with the confiscated machinerics attached to 
the said factory ané@ school, to tho air-way company. (Art. V) 


MANCEUKUO shall not sermit other porsons to menage any aviation 


MANCHURUO shall grant annually to the air-way compsny a specially 
fixed. amount of subsidy. The anount of this subsidy shall ve 
subject to altcration by the mutual consultations of both partics, 
accorcing to the tusiness conditions of the saic company. 


MANCHUZUC shall entrust the Commander of the KVAbTUBG Army with 
the inspection of all air-planes an¢. examination of their crows. 


With regar¢c. to the provisional law for the establishmont of the 
air-way company, coteiled rules shall be discussed and decided by 
JAPAN ané MANCHUKUO within a month after thie agreement is conclu- 
ded. (Clause IX) 
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MANCHUKUO agrees to permit the aireway company to instal neces- 
sary aviation facilities, such as exclusive communications and 
wiroless beacons, ctc. at its own expense an’ to use the facili- 
ties exclusively. (Clause X) 


As to the transport of mail matter, thie shall be agreed upon 
separately. (Clause %J) 


KANCHUKUO shall exempt the payment of all taxes on the various 
facilities attached to the air-way company and on its business 
as woll as the import duties on tho articles nocded for tho use 
of the company. (Clase XII) 


(IV) Agreomont rclativo to tho establishment of mining rights necessary 
for national defenses, concluded detwocn Commandor MUO of the KWANTUNG Arny 
and Primo Minister CHENG under dato of September 9, 1932. 


A. MANCHUKUO agreos to respect all mining righte / *KOGYOKEN"/ within 
her territories which had been alroady acquired by Japanese and 
@lso to roviso the oxicting arrangcmonte or agreements, in order 
to moot the reauiroments of national defense. Among the said mining 
rights /"XOGYOKEN"/, the exoloiting rights /*SAIKUTSUKEN"/ shall ro- 
main valid for an indefinite period of time. (Article I) 


MANCHUKUO shall grant to JAPAN-MAYCHUXUO corporation, to be desig- 
natod by mutual consultation botwoon the two countries, the mining 
righte with the excoption of vostod rights, of 38 specially indi- 
cated mines of coal, oil, light metal ores, iron ore, oil-shades, 
load ore and nickel ore. 


In respeet to also mines containing special minerals other than 
thoso omumeratcd abovo, MANCHUKUO shall grant mining rights thereof 
only to a joint JAPAN-MANCHUKUO corporation of oither one or doth 
nationality. (Article III) 


MANCHUKUO shall confer boforchand with our eountry in respeet to 
the cetablishment and releaso of blockaded zonoe of the minerals 
necessary for national defonse. (Articlo IV) 


The mining rights stipulatod in this agreement shall be governed 
by tho existing provisional law /"B=MPO"/, with the exception of 
tho clauscs on the qualifications for acquiring mining rights and 
the limitation of capital holdings, until such time as a new mining 
law is enforced in MANCHUKUO. In cnacting or revising tho mining 
law relative to minorale nocossary for national defense, MAUCHUKUO 
shall obtain beforehand tho consent of our country. (Article ¥) 


Of the above-mentioned various documents, the Protocol and the Second, 
Third, and the Fourth out of the Notes exchanged, that is, the Agreomcnts 
coneluded between tho Commander of the KWANTUNG Army and the Primo Minister 
/of MANCHUKUO/ shall be written in both Japanese and in Chinese. In the event 
that any doubts occur as to the interpretation thereof, the decision shall be 
made according to the Japanesc text. (Refer to tho closing sentence of the 
Protocol, and others.) 
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low that MANCEUKUO has become indopenéent by the will of her people 
and has already comoletod the substance of a now state, we consider ita 
matter of course for our country to recognize that country in oréor to cs- 
tablish pcrmanc:.t peace in the Far Fart. And in view >f the fact that the 
objectives of the arrangcments unesr consideration are to recognize the in- 
dependence of MANCEUKUO, to rogu. te wus founéation of the relations between 
JAPAN anc. MAUCEUKUO, and at +le came tine to sooire and oxtond our proper 
rights and interests, these arrangex nts may be considercd as very opportuno 
moagures. Eowcver, sinco in coracevion with tho enforcement of theso arrang.- 
acnts there will arise many crotvicns important to our country, our authori- 
tics concerned must ondeavor to cope with the situation orcporly, taking 
evory poesitle precautinn in rogerd to various matters. Erpccially, as it 
will grcatly affont th: fisance of our country in thc future, vo cannot but 
wich erdontly trai an anovopeinge f..anciol programme would be imncdiately 
acoptcd so as to bavi atorcsl peoporly. Under the circumstances, it 
has been unaninous:y °=-cod voor tw the Jidging Committee that this bill be 
passed. without mociticniion, together with the above-mcnticned wishes. 


The foregoing is the revort on our findings. 


fo. 33 Councillor (CZADA) I am in favor of this bill and have no ob- 
jection at all, but I consider that the Manchurian question cannot boc sot- 
tled merely by sur Tecogn. sion of MANCHUKUO, I should think that éifficult 
probloms rather lic in future. I thoroforo take this spoortunity to ask 
for thc views of the authoritics concerned on one or two points. 


I consider that at this juncture the utmost considoration should be 
given to international relations. The exolanstions given to the Dict by 
the Ministors concerneé in Trogarc. to the so-called Anti-‘Yar Pact was qite 
to the point, but I think that the existcnce of the Ninc-Powor Pect is'a 
source of evil. Although the Porcign ilinistcy oxoleincd in the Dict that 
our recognition of MANCSUITIC would not contravenc the Nino-Powcr Pact, tho 
UiITSD STATES and cthere will not te satlefied with such cxplanations. 
Furthor, the Forcign Minister stitcc that is. CURUO hae become independent 
by the froe will of her peopie and that JAPAN hac aot agreed by the Nino- 
Powcr Pact to prevent the indcpendonce of ths Chinose Poople. For oxamolc, 
he said, supposing that CALLON vecane indopendeit, the countrics signatory 
to the said Pact arc not under »obilgation to prevent this indcpendenco.

No. 7 (UCHIDA) Before anew °'ng Vouncillor OKADA's oucstions, 1 
wish to say that we will ¢o our utuos cot the wishes of the Judging 
Comnittec, éiving carcful considorstion to the advico ané@ wishes given 
in the report of the Judging Con-ittec. As to the Ninc-Powor Pact, tho 
first oucstion of Councillor OXADA. I think I have fully exolaincd our 
attitude. The action of she Jepanose army to copo with the incident which 
oceurrod on Sept. 18 of Asot year vnc nothing but the cxercise of cur 
richt of sclf-ceson: is trnec, Aeweovor, that this action was availcod 
of by the thirty mai is.. purmlo cf VASOHUEUO for creating a new stato, but 
it is not in the lors .servccr t» rescgnize that the creation of the now 
stato was ontircl: tascd on the ivuc will of the ncople of MANCHUXUO. ‘Tho 
Vino-Powor Pact  orovides that the Chinese territorial intcgrity shall bo 
resvectod, but it mrkes n> provision at all for a case whero a part of 
CHIBA becomes independent as the roeult of CHINA's own disintcgration. 
Of course, in this respect, various views are held in the UNITED STATES 
and sther countrics, tut these are their cwn views. For our vart, we 
should go ahoad with the viow given above. Of latc, the motive and pro- 
cess of the creation of this now state have cone to ve ecnerally under- 
stood and the foclings of tho Pow.rs also have been cased to no small 
dcgrco. In fact, whon Ambassador DESUCEI recently approached the Amori- 
can Govcrnment suthorities and informally asked if thoy would protest in 
case JAPAN should recognize MANCKUAUO, thoy roplicd that thoy had not the 
slightost intention of making a protest or convoking a Ninc-Power confer- 
ence, inasmuch as there was no hopo of such # confercnce reaching any con- 
clusion. Bosides, the convocation of Ninc-Power conference will be YpDosed 
by some of thc Buropoar countrics.

As to the sccond aucstion, namely, whether sr not thcre is doubt that 
the contents of tho strictly socrct trcaty arc incompatible with the Mine- 
Powcr Pact, I an confident that there is no conflict between the two, as I 
have just stated.

Ny, 33. (OKADA) I nw undorstand tho situation from the oxolanation 
#ivon just now by the Forcign Minister, tut oy sole anxicty is whcther or 
not the Pow.rs will be satisfied with such cxolanations. Inasmuch as I 
an inclinod to think thet thero will be sone nations that will surely op- 
pose the conclusion of this trcaty. I wish that sufficicnt study anc prep- 
arations would be made befcrchand. 
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No. 22. (ISHIGURO) I feel not a little relioved by the explanations 
given by the Foreign Minister, but tho 2nd Note oxchanged, that is, the 
lettor addrossed to the Commander of our army from Premier CHENG contains 
tho following sentence: "This country shall cntrust the national defonse 
anc maintenance of public peace in future to your country, all nocossary 
expenditure for which shall bo borne by our country." Is there any timo 
limit to thie? And ies the military exocnditure boing borno by MANCHUKUO 
at present also? 


Wo. 9. (ARAKI) At presert, no budget for this has been orovided by 
MANCHUKUO, but according to the program of our War Ministry authoritice, 
MANCHUKUO will be able to defray some part of the expenditure after 1933 
if hor intornal conditicns becoze stevilizcd, since shc has reliable income 
from railways. After a lapse of atout five ycers, I think MANCAUKUO will 
be able to dofray thc neceseary cxourditure. 


W:. 23. (ISHIGURO) Is it impossibic to obtain paymcnt for the ox- 
ponsos bofore the lepso of five ycars? 


No. 9. (ARAKI) Tho naticnal dofcnsc of MANCHUXUO is at the samc 
timo the national defonse sf our country. Consoqucently I consider it not 
fair and roasonable to maxc MANCHUKUO alone boar the whole amount of ex- 
ponses nccossary for national defensc. It will be possible, I think, for 
MANCHUKUO to pay annually 9,000,000 Yon from the year 1933, and 40,000,000 
or 50,000,000 Yen aftcr five years. 


No. 22 (ISHIGURO) Do you moan to say that 9,000,000 Yen can bo paid 
in the coming year? 


No. 9. (ARAKI) Although it is only 4 plan, I bdelicvo that an annual 
amount of 9,000,000 Yon can be paid by that country, provided that tho 
country is stabilizod. 


No. 23 (KURODA) It is a mattor for congratulation that our cmpire 
has now concluded an offonsive and defensivo allianco with MANCHUKUO. 
Judging from the cxplanations ané. anew. rs givon just now by tho Foroign 
Minister, our future rolations with othcr countries will become more and 
more eventful. I therefore hope tho authoritios would give careful consid- 
eraticn to the maintcmanco of amicable and harmonious diplomatic rela- 
tions with the Powers. The dofrayment of expenses, of courec, should be 
cautiously handled, but inasmuch as /tho national defense of MANCHUKUO/ 
is ale> tho national defcnec of our country, it is hopod that the army 
and Navy would give duc consideration to the mattcr. Inasmuch as the 
prosent action of JAPAN is to cxalt tho fundamental spirit of our emoire, 
I anxiously dosire that tho wholo poople, united as onc, would do their 
utmost to settle the MANCHURIAN question. 


No. 31. (ISHII) I wish to cxorcss my hoarticet cndorsoment of the 
signing of the Protocol betweon JAPAN and MANCEUKUO. On looking back, tho 
past ono year has been really a year of s®cellod extraordinary emergoncy 
in which our country trod a very critical path. However, thanks to the 
proper measures sakor. ty the present cabinet since ite formation, wo havo 
now arrived at tac stage of concluding a JAPAW-MANCHUKUO Allience treaty, 
whereby MANCHUZUO has bccn recognized, Thies is a mattor for congratulations 
to our country. 
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JAPAY vs. the MANCHURIAN qucetion and JAPAN vs. tho intcrnational 
problom were the two probleme %vcr which I had dcoply worricd, becuse ay 
dcubts had not been dispolled throught the previous Cabinct and the ono 
before it. JAPAN posecsecd from tho outsot especial righte and intorests 
4n MANCEURIA. Thoreforo. cut position wae & special onc. Since last year, 
while wo wore rovelling “Atle fufsingonont of those rights and intcrests, 
wo inadvertently percoived an i ..cuti2n on tho part of the Manchue and Mone 
gole of gaining independonce and gave then facilities for roalizing their 
aspiration. Thie was cnly propor for us to 9. However, what I fcarod was 
thet MAWCHURIA and MONGOLIA, eftcr thoy becanc independent, would latcr on 
come to lack mutual unfuve.anunes. Fach mon as WU-CSEE ond YiaN, who 
threatcned against Js?ui an tes past, were Mongsls. Zvea if the Mongols 
respect JAPAN ae a leetor today, «ho knows that they will not in the futuro 
change their attitets sad ignor-. ou rights and intcrests, vecoming a sLC- 
ond CHANG Fsiics-ii-.tr 1. Burspe Sucte is a nation which uct with an un- 
expected calamity -wits, to its feilure to make necessary proparations in 
intcrnaticnal nogotial ..ns L salled the attontion of wr wthoritics by 
citing the case of PUbvatia. Eyeuvcr, I now cdeerve that cur vestcd rights 
have been fully sccurod, accordirg *o the Notes exchanged. This has dis- 
pelled my dmbts, andl fusl cxovetingly glad. Sccondly, I felt very un 
casy about JAPal's contcn .on | 4 rogord ts the connection botwoen the Man- 
ckurian orsblom and the Lungue 2f ~2".0ns. The nain print of our contcntion 
wos that JAPAN cannot agrce to the disposition of the Sino-Jepancsc disputo 
sver MAUCHURLA by the council »f tho Loague of uations undor Article XV of 
the Leaguc's Covenant. It was my foar that, inasmuch as some countrios anong 
tho motbors of the Loaguc tad laid before the Leaguo, prior to resorting t° 
war, disputos erising inside their own territories and had received doliver- 
ation under Article XV, JAPAN's contenticn coulé. not be carriod through after 
all. I eonsidored that, should the dispute over MANCKURIA, which is not 
Japancso territory, te ¢isoosed of recording to article XV, Japen's ccnten- 
ticn would be rejccted by the world's public opinion as vell as the Intcr- 
national Court of Justice. However, whon MANCHUXUO is roecgnized by JaAPal 
and beeremes an indevendent stato and Ale? JAPAN-MANCHUKUN alliance is con- 
cluded, according to the »rvposal now undor consultaticn, the pcint noet 
disadvantagoous to JAPAN will be thereby slzost romoved. This, I think, 
will de the moet desirable result of sur fomel recognition 2f MANCHUZUO 
ané the conclueion of 2 JAPAN-MANCAUKUO Allinxnco. 


It wae almost arn estrbliehcd view of a large munber of the people of 
tho UNITED STATES and other countrios that var action in VANCHUKUO vi2lated 
the anti-war Pact and the Winc-Power Pact. However, now that JAaFAR has 
formally recognized MANCEUKUO an¢ ontercd into an alliance with hor, JAPAN 
will bc able in future to assort that the inécpencence of MANCHUZUO was 
euc to the @isintcgration of CHIMa ane that the territorial integrity of the 
Rupudlic of CHIVA was broken by none other than MANCHUAUO. Thies will nulli- 
fy the argument that JaPeu violatee. the Nine-Power Pact. ow that JAPAN has 
concluded an eiliance with new MANCHUXUO for joint netionnl defense, I be- 
lieve thore will be no room for oppzsing tho stationing of Japanese troops 
4n MAICHURIA, thus making the League's pay!’ reavii. ion A dene. Letter. 


No, supooeing that the LYevon £ Inoviry Comniseicon recognized CHIMA's 
sovercienty over “sscKULth. anc rectmended that CRIDA allow sutonomy to 
MANCEUXUO, end stp.26lce thar the Teague arno.cad this recommendation, JAPAN 


nove Hot commune or at. It $6 fcr MANCEDZUC herself t. assort that An 
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indcpendcnt state should not be placed under the sovercignty of any other coun- 
try. In regard to the connection botweon JAPAN and AMERICA and also other 
countrics, MANCHUXUO horself will boar the brunt of the attack, or vack up 
JAPAN to caso JAPAl's position. At any rate, in consequence of the indepeon- 
dence of MAWCEUKUO, it has iccomo unnecessary for the Lengue »°f Nations to 
deliborate on tne Menchuvian giostioa under Article XV of the Loeguo's covo~ 
nant. It was rathor etvange that to Manchurian and Mongolian racce hed 
eterted no independence movoment up t. now. It was a mettor of course that 
NANCEUEUO hae bocome indcpendont as 690% ac the ol¢. regime under CEalG 
ESUCE-LIaNG collapsed. after all, MAN 7TUalA decanc A part of CHINA, when 
4t was brought as » downy by AlTE(S ChaSELO, who subdjugetod CHINA proper. 
Lord LYTTON's party also mict haro stujiod tho history ef MANCHURIA and 
MOXGOLIA and ét wil not do difficuls to make them understand the croation 
of MANCRUKUO as will as the protien ef recial self-determination. Conseo- 
quently, I bolicve that throvgh tac independence of MANCEUKUO, Japan's 
position has been improved considerabiy in rospect to her foreign relations. 


In short, tho presen’ JAPAN-MAXCHUTUO Treaty will provo effective in 
fully maintaining and expanding 2ar special rights in MANCHURIA and MOMGOLIA 
on the we hand aad ia clevating, on the other hand, JAPAN from a position 
of prodicamont full of troubles at home and abroad to a triumphant onc. 

Hore I fcol that there is a bright future for the Manchurian and Mongolian 
problem. With this in viow, I honrtily endorec the exehange of Motes rela- 
tive to the JAPAN-MANCEUNUO Alliance. However, as has just becn stated by 
the chairman of tho Judging Conmittoc and Councillor OKADA, many difficultics 
still lic ahead and I, therefore, hope the mattor would be carried ts por- 
fection by the authoritics with furthor cautious reparations. 


Chairman (KURATOMI): Before putting the bill to 4 vote, I should like 
to call your attention, for cautious sake, to the fact that, although the 
bill discusscd today is termed "Mattor on the Signing of J4PA-MaANCEUKUO 
Protocol," ite contents are composed of the Protocsl snd the Notcs exchanged. 
As there aro no further speakers, I shall imneciately toke a vote on the mat- 
ter, omitting the Sccond Roading, etc. The ayes are requested t? stand up.
